Veterans at Gettysburg 
Reunion Review Parade 


2000 Soldiers of Civil War See Regular Army 
Troops and Legionnaires March—Roose- 
velt to Speak Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press, 

GETTYSBURG, Pa, July 2— 
Blue and gray-clad veterans of the 
Civil War reviewed today the 
smarthy-stepping 
fought the nation’s 
wars. 

Two thousand survivors of the 
armies of the North and South, 
here for the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of the Battle of ‘Gettysburg, 
watched from seats in canopied 
stands as a three-mile-long proces- 
sion passed through the stadium of 
Gettysburg College. 

In the parade, which began on 
the battlefield and moved through 
this historic town, were 3000 reg- 
ular army troops, hundreds of le- 
gionnaires and 30 bands. 

The parade and a speaking pro- 
gram tonight were a prelude to the 
appearance tomorrow of President 
Roosevelt at this last joint reunion 
of the Blue and Gray on the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg. 

President to Dedicate Shaft. 

Standing on a hill overlooking 
the rolling battlefield, the Presi- 
dent will dedicate the $60,000 ter- 
nal Light” peace memorial, erected 
as an inspiration and “challenge to 
noble endeavor of a young and hope- 
ful America.” 

As the sun sinks behind the Blue 
Ridge Mountains, a flame will be 
lighted atop the S5-feot shaft to 
urn Forever“ as Symbol of “peace 
eternal in a nation wnited.” 

Later, army cavalrymen will ride 
in review on the ground where 
Pickett made his famous charge, 
while airplanes drone overhead and 
a gun salute is fired to the 
nation. : 

Major-General Charles R. Rey- 
nolds, Surgeon-General in the army, 
inspected the camp and visited 31 
veterans in hospitals, He said only 
one was in a serious condition and 
he was improving. 

Meanwhile, thousands of visitors 
poured into the encampment for 
the Fourth of July holiday week- 
end. The new arrivals were ex- 


pected to swell the total to about 
100;000 by tomorrow. 

Secretary of War Harry H. Wood- 
ring in an eddress yesterday ranked 
“our present troubles” as “small” 
compared with those overcome by 
the armies in blue and gray who 
fought on this historic battlefield 
just 75 years ago.” 

With him on ‘the platform were 
1800 followers of both Meade and 
Lee. 

“May we be an example to all 
peoples of the earth, or love and 
tolerance,” said Dr. Overton H. 
Mennet of Los Angeles, command- 
er of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. “Let us plead for mutual 
confidence and peace among men.” 

Gen. Claypeol’s Address. 

Gen. John M. Claypool of St. 
Louis, national commander of the 
United Confederate Veterans, 
turned to Dr. Mennet. 

“I have to forgive my brother 
here,” he said, “because we are 
members of the same fellowship, 
Americanism, and our principle de- 
mands it.” ; 

Gen. Claypool asserted “had it not 
been for the Americanism of the 
South, there no doubt would have 
been guerrilla warfare going on to 
this day,“ and added: “But the 
South was too high-minded for that. 
They, too, were real Americans. 

“When we consider the great 
struggle of 75 years ago, and the 
end of that struggle, America de- 
serves honor because of her man- 
hood, because of the reconciliation.” 

In an interview, Gen. Claypool 
said, “Gettysburg wasn't any de- 
feat for the South, it was just a 
draw fight. Gen. Lee just drove 
the enemy up here to a natural for- 
tification, and didn’t have enough 
men to take the fortification.” 

Teo the veteran Gov. George H. 
Earle brought the greetings of 
Pennsylvania's 10,000,000 citizens. 

“Yes, sir, and Meade didn’t press 
Lee after battle,“ declared Adjutant- 
General John Harris, 90 years old, 
of Oklahoma City. “That proves 
it wasn’t a victory for either side.” 


AID TO WEAD OF FRENCH

PARIS, July 2.—Jacgues Correze, 
secretary to the alleged head of a 
secret revolutionary committee, Eu- 
gene Deloncle, was arrested yes- 
terday on charges of plotting 
against the security of the state,

PLAN FOR GERMAN DAY 


Federation Cancels Proposed 
Two-Day Celebration Be- 
cause of Anti-Nazi Feeling. 


The Federation of German So- 
cieties voted last night to cancel 
plans for its German day celebra- 
tion this year after it was agreed 
that, in order to hold the two-day 
picnic on Aug. 20 and 21 as 
planned, it would have to get in 
conflict with anti-Nazi groups in 
St. Louis. 

Immediate cause for the abandon- 
ment of the Federation’s plans was 
a letter sent out yesterday to 


more than 800 German-American 
societies in the city by the St. 
Louis Council for American Democ- 
racy, in which-it was pointed out 
that the council would view with 
alarm any Nazi symptom exhibited 
at the picnic. 

Added to this was the fact that 
the Federation foresaw that it 
would have great difficulty in ob- 
taining a picnic ground. It already 
had been notified by Edward 
Barry, manager of Risch’s Grove 
at Lemay Ferry road and Bayless 
avenue, St. Louis County, that he 
would revoke the contract he had 
made with the Federation unless 
he received assuranee that not the 
slightest trace of Hitlerism would 
be on display. 

Criticism “Entirely Unjustified.” 

The Federation’s meeting last 
night was held at the German 
House, 2345 Lafayette avenue. After 
brief discussion it voted that “be- 
cause of sudden and entirely un- 
justified criticism disseminated 
through the mail and otherwise” by 
the Council for Democracy, it would 
call the whole thing off. 

The “otherwise” in the Federa- 
tion’s statement referred’to the di- 
rect approach which the Council 
has learned to apply in these mat- 
ters. It persuaded Barry to become 
cool to the Federation by simply in- 
forming him that he would be boy- 
cotted by veteran and union groups, 
and perhaps by some church so- 
cieties, if he rented his grove _ to 
any organization which would pub- 
licly display sympathy for the Hit- 
ler regime. 

This was the same method which 
the Council employed last autumn 
when it forced the Amerika 
Deutscher Volksbund, generally 
known as the American Nazis, to 
cancel a Mid-western convention 
here after it had failed to obtain 
a meeting hall. 

30 Societies in Federation. 

The Federation is composed of 
about 30. German-American sing- 
ing, political, and social societies, 
among which are the Volksbund 
and the Deutsch-Amerikanische 
Berufsgemeinschaft, both of which 
profess considerable sympathy for 
Nazi Germany. At the picnic last 
year the German flag was freely 
displayed, there were Hitler salutes, 
and the Horst Wessel Lied was 
sung. 

Besides receiving a warning from 
the Council for Democracy, the 
Fede on also was in receipt of a 
protest from the German-American 
‘League for Culture. / 

Curt W. V. Kaeuffler, treasurer 
of the Federation; said that Federa- 
tion might frame an answer to 
Council’s letter in the near future.

. F. L. SAYS BUSINESS 
QUTLOOK 1S IMPROVING 


Organization Calls on Labor 
to Continue Resistance 
to Wage Cuts. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 2. — .The 
American Federation of Labor re- 
ported today that business pros- 
pects had taken a sudden turn for 
the better in the last two weeks. 

At the same time it called on 
organized labor to continue resist- 
ance against wage reductioris, say- 
ing: 
“There is still the possibility that 
some industry employing a large 
number of workers might cut 
wages and start off a series of 
wage cuts throughout industry. If 
this happens it would have so 
strong a deflationary effect as to 
offset the beginnings of improve- 
ment and start business into a fur- 
ther decline.“ 

John L. Lewis, head of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
likewise repeated opposition to 
wage reductions, Talking infor- 
mally with newspaper men, he 
said: 

“The C I O stands with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in opposition to 
wage cuts in industry.” 

In its monthly business survey, 
the A. F. of L. reported that the 
wage level, lifted by good business 
conditions in the early months of 
1937, had been firmly held during 
the 1938 decline, except in a few 
instances of “actual distress or 
among those few employers who 
pretend distress so as to impose un- 
justifiable wage reductions.” 

The Federation cited recent busi- 
ness upturns but said it was too 
early to tell whether the outlook 
was for permanent or temporary 
improvement. 

“The deep pessimism which has 
overcast business thinking for the 
past few months seems to be giving 
way to more hopeful and buoyant 
spirits,” it continued. 

“The situation is still critical, 
and it will probably be some time 


before the Government spending 


progra mlifts industry to definitely 
higher levels.”

FIRE CHIEF'S SUGGESTIONS — 
FOR SAFE FOURTH OF JULY 


J. J. O Boyle Issues Annual State- 
ment on Ways to Prevent 
Accidents. 


Fire Chief John J. O’Boyle yes- 
terday expressed the wish that the 
Fourth of July could be celebrated 
without the use of fireworks, but 
said that since this was apparently 
impossible he hoped that St. Louis- 
ans would show the utmost care. 

In accordance with his annual 
custom he gave out suggestions 
for prevention of accidents. All 
rubbish should be removed from 
yards and persons shooting fire- 
works should keep clear of build- 
ings, he warned. Children should 
not be allowed to use matches or 
to throw sparklers; they should not 
stand close to the person setting 
off fireworks and they should never 
be allowed to pick up firecrackers 
that don’t go off. 

He asked parents to keep a strict 
supervision of all shooting of fire- 
works and call a doctor immediate- 
ly in the event of an accident be- 
cause of the danger of tetanus in- 
fection. As a final suggestion he 
recommended that families go on 
picnics, leaving all explosives be- 
hind.

No Considerable Expansion of Per- 
sonnel Planned; Last Congress 
Session Added Two Divisions.

State Department is to be reorgan- 
ized because of its increased re- 
sponsibilities. 

George S. Messersmith, Assistant 
Secretary of State, said today the 
reorganization would be aimed a 
more effective handling of the de- 
partment’s work without any con- 
siderable expansion of personnel.

ALEXANDRETTA TURKS PLAN 
WELCOME FOR THEIR TROOPS 


Erect Triumphal Arches in Antioch 
as Result of Agreement 
With French.

BEIRUT, Syria, July 2.—Turkish 
inhabitants of Antioch erected tri- 
umphal arches today for an en- 
thuiastic welcome to Turkish troops 
coming to assume joint control 
with France of the Alexandretta 
sanjak (district). 

The soldiers’ arrival, putting 
Turkish troops back in the stra- 
tegic Mediterranean coastal area 
that the old Ottoman Empire con- 
trolled before the World War, is 
expected hourly. 

By terms of an agreement an- 
nounced in Paris yesterday, Turk- 
ish troops will take over control of 
territory north and east of the 
cities of Alexandretta and Antioch, 
the region on Turkey's southern 
border.

HITLERISM SHOULD BE LESSON

Aubrey Williams Compares This 
Country to Germany Before 
Dictatorship.

COLUMBUS, O., July 2.—Aubrey 
Williams, deputy WPA Admin- 
istrator, compared America with 
Germany in the days before Hitler 
last night and urged: We must not 
neglect the lessons taught,” in an 
address before the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People.

REMOVAL OF DAM AND LOCK ' 
AT KAMPSVILLE, II., BEGUN 


Navigation Aid Made Unnecessary 
by Completion of Barrier at 
Alton. 


Removal of the 46-year-old dam 
and lock in the Illinois River at 
Kampsville, III., about 50 miles 
northwest of St. Louis, was begun 
this week by the Army’s Engineer 
Corps. A derrick began pulling out 
sheet-steel piling used for reinforce 
ing. Later the original structure, 
consisting of rock-filled timber, will 
be torn out. 

Built to aid navigation on the 
Illinois, this dam was made une 
necessary by the recently-complet- 
ed Mississippi River dam at Alton. 
The pool to be formed by the Alton 
Dam will extend uf the Illinois 
from Grafton to the La Grange 
Dam, south of Beardstown, III., 
and about 90 miles northwest of St. 
Louis. When the removal at Kamps- 
ville is completed in a few weeks, 
regulation of the Alton Dam gates 
will be started in order to arrive 
at the intended pool level. This 
level will be regulated by a control 
point at Grafton, mouth of the IIli- 
nois, on which the pool surface will 
pivot on a horizontal plane; depend- 
ing on the volume of water flowing 
in the two rivers.

Family of Russ Columbo Sends 
Weekly Letters to Her 
in His, Name.

LOS ANGELES, July 1—Mrs. 
Julia Columbo, in better health at 
76 than in any recent year, waited 
today for the mail man to bring 
her another letter from her favorite 
son. 

Now that doctors are restoring, 
part of her sight, she dreams of the 
time when ane can read his letters 
herself. 

Unfailingly, a letter arrives each 
week. They tell of new adventures, 
new successes. She will never 
know they are a merciful fraud. 

On Sept. 2, 1934, her son was 
killed. He was Russ Columbo, 
band leader and singer. 

When a bullet, accidentally dis- 
charged from an old pistol he was 
examining with a friend, killed him, 
his mother was too ill to be told. 
Her family began a deception. They 
wrote letters in his name. They in- 
vented details of a career that took 
him abroad and prevented him, be- 
cause of so much fame and for- 
tune, from returning.

Chairmati Says Both Groups’ Ac- 
tivities Have “Deadly 
Parallel.” 

NEW YORK, July 2.—State Sena- 
tor John J. McNaboe professed yes- 
terday to see a “deadly parallel“ 
between the activities of the Ger- 
man-American Bund, a pro-Nazi 
organization, and the Communist 
party in this country. ' 
McNaboe, chairman of a Legis- 
lative committee conducting a gen- 
eral investigation of law enforce- 
ment, said the testimony of recent 
witnesses indicated that attempts 
had been made at “aggressive pene- 
tration” into American institutions, 

including the shipping industry. 

He * after hearing the tes- 
timony of Joseph P. Ryan, presi- 
dent of the International Long- 
shoremen's Association, American 
Federation of Labor affiliate, who 
charged that the Communists had 
succeeded temporarily in placing 
sympathetic radio operators aboard 
all American ships as part of a 
plot to gain control of the shipping 
industry. 

In adjourning the hearings in- 
definitely, McNaboe remarked that 
it was the consensus of the com- 
mittee that “both the German-Amer- 
ican Bund and the Communist 
party are what might be called 
rackets.”

MAN AND WOMAN HELD UP 
IN AUTO: FORCED TO UNDRESS 


Car and All Possessions of Chicago 
Pair Taken in Madison 
County. 

Miss Lucille Carlson and Walter 
H. Anderson of Downers Grove, a 
Chicago suburb, were held up last 
night by two armed men who took 
their automobile, luggage, money, 
watches, jewelry and all their cloth- 
ing, leaving them on a lonely 
Madison County road. 

When they stopped at 10 o'clock 
at the outskirts of Nameoki to con- 
sult a road map for directions to 
the home of Anderson’s brother in 
the town, two young men got into 
the car and ordered Anderson to 
drive out into the country. 

At a point four miles north of 
Granite City, the robbers put them 
out\of the car, forced them to dis- 
robe and drove away. Anderson 
went to a nearby farmhouse, where 
the occupants furnished overalls 
for himself and a dress for his com- 
panion. Then the farmer took them 
to the Granite City police station, 
where they reported their losses, 
including $40 from Anderson and

CORTLAND, N. Y., July 2 
Chesla Sherlock, 42 years old, - for- 
mer editor of St. Nicholas Mag- 
azine, Better Homes and Gardens, 
and other publications, shot and 
killed his wife and himself at their 
farm home on the Virgil-Dryden 
road Thursday. 

Coroner Claude E. Chapin gave a 
verdict of murder and suicide a 
short time after the bodies were 
found by a vegetable peddler yes- 
terday. Chapin said Sherlock had 
told neighbors recently he had lost 
$20,000 in an Iowa business venture 
several years ago. 

Sherlock’s body lay a short dis- 
tance from the house, near a shot- 
gun from which two shells had 
been fired. His wife’s body was 
inside the house. 

Chapin said neighbors told him 
they heard two shots late the day 
before the bodies were found and 
believed Sherlock was hunting 
woodchucks. The coroner said the 
two had been dead 24 hours when 
found. 

Sherlock, a native of Keswick, 
Ia., was graduated from Drake Uni- 
versity in 1916. From 1921 to 1922 
he was co-editor of the Iowa Home- 
stead, an agricultural magazine, and 
from 1922 to 1927 was editor of 
Better Homes and Gardens. 

He became associate editor of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal the following 
year, and in 1929 was promoted to 
managing editor. 

In 1933 he purchased a half-in- 
terest in the Marshalltown (Ia.) 
News, a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished by his father, William E. 
Sherlock, 

Sherlock’s first wife, Lucille Sher- 
lock, obtained a divorce on ground 
of cruel and inhuman treatment in 
January, 1935, and she was granted 
custody of four minor children. 

He married the second Mrs. Sher- 
lock Dec. 14, 1935, in New York 
City. The pair moved here , two 
years ago. 

Sherlock was the author of books 
dealing with law and farming.

The've been driving 
all over the countryside looking at 
fences and considering all the fancy 
varieties, but they ended up getting 
a plain picket fence because that 
seemed better suited to their simple 
little white Colonial house. 


But we were interested in all 
the various kinds of fences they 
found—in fact Marie took us on a 
tour to see the nicest ones nearby. 
In many ways the most charming 
were old-time split rail fences left 
in their natural weathered state. 
With vines and shrubbery tangling 
around and under them, these were 
attractive for English or provincial 
houses of stone, stucco or stained 
brown timber. 


Our idea of real luxury is a high 
wall all around the place. Even a 
50-foot lot seems big and usable if 
it’s enclosed, because it brings pri- 
vacy to every inch of space and 
makes it almost like an extra room. 
The least expensive high wall is a 
woven wood fence, made out of lit- 
tle saplings woven together vertical- 
ly with wire. This is an idea bor- 
rowed from rural France, and a 
good one. A fence like this 4s apt 
to look a trifle bare if you don't 
have a few evergreens on the out- 
side or vines trailing over it.

is one made out of cheap brick, 
then white washed—it looks like a 
million dollars. Or a stucco wall 
isn’t too expensive and can 
white washed to look very hand- 
some. Of course a stone wall is 
the last word, but that costs a bit 
of money. 


Picket fences remain the darlings 
of the American scene, and for the 
very good reason that they fit most 
of our houses better than anything 
else. They come in plain or fancy 
varieties. We generally prefer them 
fairly plain with maybe something 
special for posts and gates. But 
watch out about fandangle varia- 
tions. If you want to be on the 
safe side, follow the forthright 
models at Williamsburg. The Wil- 
liamsburg settlers had a nice flair 
for fences. 


Wire and iron fences shouldn't be 
overlooked even if you can see 
through them. They’re grand for 
enclosing a place stanchly without 
really cutting off the view entirely. 
And with shrubs and vines planted 
judiciously, they look very fine. In 
fact, nothing looks quite so well 
fed and affluent to us as a really 
good metal fence guarding a well- 
kept lawn.

Columnist Disagrees With 
Two Young Readers Who 
Favor Them.

8 WOOSH! Away they go, every 


Plimsoll mark with American 
dollars— | 
Bound for the Irish Sweepstakes! 
An annual flood of gold, drained 
from American pockets—mounting, 
every year, in volume—returning 
only a pittance of its treasure to 
the land from which it was sent. 


So—what about it? Should we 
go on sending our treasure to the 
little green isle? Or should we re- 
solve to “bet American”? And in- 
stitute a sweepstake of our own? 

There’s a question which is agi- 
tating every gopher hole in the U. 
S. A. with Pros and Cons fly- 
ing thicker’n mosquitoes. Moral? 
Immoral? That's up to you to de- 
cide. But here are two young 
Americans who vote heartily for 
the idea. Says Cliff White of Oak- 
land, Cal.: 


Dear Miss Robinson: 

For years the United®States has 
enforced a ban on lotteries, both 
foreign and domestic. Yet millions 
of dollars are illegally sent to for- 
eign countries for payment on lot- 
tery tickets. 


Why not spend American dollars 
in America by legalizing a national 
lottery under Government control? 


The hospitals of Ireland are sup- 
ported by the revenues collected by 
its Government from the sale of 
sweepstake tickets. If this be so, 
why cannot our Government also 
conduct a sweepstakes—for in- 
stance, on the Kentucky Derby, rec- 
ognized as the greatest turf classic 
in this country? 


The purpose of this lottery would 


be for the maintenance of infantile 


paralysis institutions. This would 
be a worthy cause and the public 
in general would welcome and 
wholeheartedly support it. Further- 
more, instead of procuring a lottery 
ticket b. illegal means and with a 
sense of guilt, this situation would 
be reversed. Instead of a gamble, 
it would be a guarantee of health 
and happiness for these poor un- 
fortunates, 

Cliff‘ makes a good plea; doesn’t 
he? And so does Beverly Wood of 
Los Angeles, who sponsors lotteries 
in general. 

Dear Elsie: 

Everywhere I find people talking 
about Government lotteries and, al- 
though the basic idea is gambling, 
I don’t believe it would be immoral. 
If it were a monthly affair at $1 a 
ticket, I for one would be more than 
willing to risk $12 a year on the 
chance of winning some day. Every- 
one spends money for candy, gum 
or cigarettes, and they would prob- 
ably stint a little on these small 
luxuries for the sake of a profit- 
able wager. 

This wouldn’t be just a selfish 
investment. Such lotteries would 
help the Government with its un- 
employment problem, for 
would be a great need of printers, 
mail clerks, paper, etc. And why 
not use some of the men now on 
relief as salesmen? 

No one would be afraid of a 
“crooked deal” 
ment sponsoring it, and the Gov- 
ernment should make a good deal 
of profit. Some optimists even 
think it would enable them to re- 
duce taxes in a few short years. It 
may not do that—but just why are 
so many against it—I'd like to 
know. 

Why is gambling considered im- 
moral? Because anything is im- 
moral which takes the up-and-at- 
‘em out of life, youngster. The fact 
that we may lose our money in 
gambling, or make the other fel- 
low lose his, is of little conse- 
quence. But the fact that we both 
are sitting back and leaving every- 
thing up to Lady Luck is extreme- 
ly important: Gambling is bad for 
the same reason that day dreams 
or drink or drug addiction is bad 
they are escapes from action and 
reality. 

The greatest prize in life is not 
the Irish Sweepstakes but 
your own growth, And you don’t 
grow when you invest in a lottery 
ticket—you just sit around. Which 
may be a worthy use of life if 
you're a barnacle or a clam. But 
for a human being, it’s certainly 
a sucker’s choice of a program. 


A Practical Pattern 

When there is a maid in the 
kitchen to wipe up the linoleum 
each day there is nothing prettier 
than the blues, white and gray 
tones, but if the housewife does all 
her own work, sewing, caring for 
the children, etc., a wise choice is 
a darker linoleum and one that is 
well covered.

UMMER months are good ones 
Sher the kidney invalid cause 

the skin takes the burden off the 
kidneys to a certain extent. Some 
forms of kidney disease have been 
cured by going to a desert climate 
such as New Mexico or Arizona 
or to Egypt. Summer elimate in 
the United States closely approxi 
mates Egypt, so the nephritie may 
feel more comfortable at this time. 
In the dietetic treatment of kid- 
ney disease, the principal consid 
erations are to control the intake 


‘of salt, fluid and protein. In some 


eases the kidney cannot excrete 
salt or water and dropsy resuits, 
and in seme cases there is a dis- 
turbance of protein nutrition. 
When the kidney is unable to ex- 
crete nitrogen it is natural that we 
should cut down the nitrogenous 
foods in the diet. This means very 
largely the protein foods, such as 
meat, eggs, etc. 

Nowadays the salt-free diet, in 
which no salt whatever is used, is 
thought to be excessively rigorous 
and is substituted by a salt-poor 
diet. It is almost impossible to 
make up a diet which excludes salt 
entirely. 

In the early phase of treatment 
of severe nephritis a diet as fol- 
lows is used, which is as near dry, 
salt-free and protein-free as is safe 


to give: 

BREAKFAST: One-half slice 
toast, one serving fruit, one tea- 
spoon sugar. 

LUNCHEON: One-half __ siice 


toast, two-thirds cup cream soup, 
one-half square butter. 

DINNER: One-half slice toast, 
one glass milk, one pat butter, one 


eBE. 

Later a diet such as follows can 

be used with benefit in practically 
all cases of kidney damage: 
BREAKFAST: Grapefrait juice, 
French toast (dry), syrup, baking 
powder biscuits with jelly, coffee 
with sugar but no cream. 
LUNCHEON: Brown bread, 
baked lima beans, head lettuce gal- 
ad with thousand island dressing, 
stewed fruit, milk. 
DINNER: Fruit cocktail, chick- 
en en casserole, mashed potatoes, 
beet, hot roll and one pat butter, 
green salad (mixed vegetables) 
with French dressing, bananas and 
cream, milk.

C. B. A.: (I) Is it an indication 
of serious kidney disease when 
urine, looking at it with the naked 
eye, looks somewhat cloudy and 
contains numerous tiny hair-like 
particles and tiny white specks and 
other fine sediment?
